Because of the greatly Increased re- j 
qulrements of the fall and winter sea¬ 
son. the Columbia Broadcasting 
System has added s second Radio ; 
Playhouse to Its studio line-up. The 
new unit, formerly the Avon Theatre. 
Is located in West Forty-fifth Street, 
just off Times Square. New York, and 
will be known as the Columbia Forty- 
fifth Street Radio Playhouse. It will 
be used for the eUglng of several 
large commercial programmes and 
will accommodate an audience of 750 
persons. 

The theatre, which was built In 
IBM. has been extensively remodeled 
for radio production. It was chosen 
for Its excellent acoustical qualities, 
and even greater perfection along 
this line has been obtained through 
the installation of a shell stage set¬ 
ting. This shell Is flanked by reflect¬ 
ing baffles above and at each side of 
the stage, which project all sound 
wsves to the back wall before they < 
reach the microphones. This process I 
insures a perfect microphone pick¬ 
up by eliminating standing sound 
wsves, excessive cross-will reverbera¬ 
tions ana dead spots in the studio. 

All microphones In the new play- | 
house will be of the velocity or "rib¬ 
bon" type snd there are thirteen per- I 
manrnt microphone outlets provid- i 
Ing for standing or overhead mikes 
Tbe-etagr Is th ir t y by thlrtv-slx feet 
in slae and the proscenium Is twenty- 
four feet high. 

CONTROL BOOTH 

The stage b 2 at the right of the 
auditorium has been remodeled into 
a control booth, and the box on the 
left has been converted into a 
client's room, The control booth 
marks a step forward In studio high 
fidelity equipment It contains 
complete switching facilities for the 
broadcasting and monitoring of pro¬ 
grammes and central controls for the 
"house** telephone system. 

Two unusual features of the con¬ 
trol booth are a cathode ray oscillo¬ 
graph which enables the engineer to 
check sound volume snd quality 
visually, snd a high fidelity broad¬ 
cast receiver through which pro¬ 
grammes may be checked for their 
quality on the sir, as they are broad¬ 
cast from WABC or sny oilier unit 
of the network. • ' * 

ACOUSTIC! 

The acoustical treatment Of the 
playhouse stage makes the theatre a 
"live end. dead end” type of studio 
The stage Is the "live” section and 
the auditorium is the "dead" portion. 
This is the first time this principle 
I of broadcasting has been applied to* 
I a theatre studio. 

The stage shell and reflecting 
! baffle* are finished in plain white 
and act as a cycloraroe. Several bat¬ 
teries at stage lights and auditorium
